They demanded $10,000 or 10% of the 
gate (a fraction of which the Dirt Diggers 
themselves have not seen in ten years of 
presenting this classic). If we went to 
another location, we could have them for 
$3,000. We are a non-profit club, notthe 
Ringling Bros, Circus. 

Now, as to sanction by the F.I.M. we 
did apply to your business concern, the 
M.LC,U.S. (ACA) in November of 1967. 
We are still awaiting your reply. (Copy 
of correspondence on request.) But at 
this late date, thanks anyway, we assume 
from this, that private promoters re- 
ceive far prompter response to their 
applications than do sporting clubs. 

If you need any assistance with F.I.M. 
rules, feel free to contact us, Last year 
official ignorance of them almost created 
havoc. Fortunately international compe- 
tition is now here to stay and we are 
proud to have begun it. 

Good luck with your column — and the 
future accuracy of your controversies.

MEMBER CLUBS: 


Dear Clubs: 

In the past few years I have sat in on 
many RRC (Road Riders Committee) 
meetings and have seen many odd and 
ridiculous things done by its members, 
but the past few months have been mad 
as I see it, 

The Executive Board has done nothing 
but make one recommendation after an- 
other, for changes of all kinds. However, 
these changes have to be made with the 
approval of the body. 

It appears then, there is need of 
changes in both places. 

lst. Clubs should send delegates who 
will do the best for their club, and not be 
afraid to speak out and be heard, instead 
of going along with the crowd, 

2nd. When electing E. Board members 
— vote for people with cycling in mind, 
and most of all, people who have the 
interest óf all clubs at heart, not just 
a chosen few. 

Our elections have proven to be a 
popularity contest, and an “PI nomi- 
nate you, then you nominate me,’’ type 
of thing. Also some hardly ride a cycle; 
how can they know best for the rider? 

A prime example of changes needed 
are as follow: 

Following the RRC Dance it was noted 
we lost money, due to the past executive 
board's blunders, The treasury found 
itself in a bad way, so in order to put on 
the Pine Cone Tour the E, Board sug- 
gestea, and it-was adopted by the body, 
to assess all clubs $20.00 to put on 
Pine Cone, 

Since some clubs refused to pay this 
$20.00, it was again suggested all clubs 
not paying would be kicked out. Which 
ends up with the loss of about 9 or 10 
club or $108.00 to $120.00 per year 
dues less.

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Legisbative Notebook 
By Barbara Adams Dahms 


Recently a UPI report, announcing the 
signing of AB 289 by the Governor, im- 
plied that windshields would be required 
on motorcyclesafter January 1, 1969, 
This is NOT the case. The new law re- 
quires: IF a motorcycle manufactured 
after Jan, 1, 1969 has a windshield, it 
must be of safety glazing material. It is 
a matter of personal choice whether there 
is a windshield, butif there is oneit must 
be of safety glazing material and have no 
red or amber sections. It will also be 
illegal to sell or offer for use, or as part 
of the equipment of a motorcycle, any 
motorcycle windshield unless it is of 
safety glazing material, 

Previously safety glazing material 
(safety glass) was required of vehicles 
other than motorcycles, and it was also 
required on motorcycles (if there was a 
windshield) unless clear plastic was 
used, The new requirement recognizes 
that someclear plastic may be as hazard- 
ous as non-safety glass and includes all 
glazing which may be used in motorcycle 
windshields in the standard, The existing 
ode specified United States of America 
Standards Institute Safety Code Z26.1- 
1950. This has not been altered in AB 
289. (Vehicle code sections 26701 to 
26705). 


No Handgrip Requirement Now 


Further features of AB 289 are; the 
passenger seat and peg requirements 
remain, except that now the passenger is 
required to keep feet on the pegs while 
the machine is in motion. The handgrip 
requirement for passengers has been 
REMOVED, Finally even the legislature 
has discovered that there are better 
things to hang on to than handgrips. 
'. "There is a minor change in wording on 
handlebar heights, The old law (section 
27801 b) read: **No person shall operate 
on the highway any motorcycle equipped 
with handlebars that are more than 15 
inches in height above the uppermost 
portion of the seat when depressed by the 
weight of the operator. The new law, 
same section, reads: **No person shall 
drive any two- wheel motorcycle equipped 
with handlebars (that’s what it nowsays, 


two-wheel motorcycle) that are more 
than 15 inches in height above that por- 
tion of the seat occupied by the rider 
when occupied and depressed by his 
weight," Could make it somewhat diffi- 
cult to measure, too, 


No Helmets Or Goggles 
Required In Calif. 


AB 289 which started out as the “hel- 
met bill" contained, when finally signed 
by the Governor, August 29, 1968, no 
reference to helmets or eye protection. 
A separate bill requiring special foot- 
wear, failed to pass, Therefore thereare 
no apparel requirements for California 
cyclists for at least one more year, And 
it is fairly likely that the issue will not 
be raised in the next session. Twoyears 
in a row, California cyclists have defeat- 
ed attempts to force certain apparel on 
them, 

There are motorcycle licensing pro- 
visions in AB 289, These will be dis- 
cussed in a future column, 


LAW AND ORDER! (Part I) 


It’s not à new battle cry. It crops up 
every time there is impending social 
change, It is the hand to stop the clock, 
the last refuge of a dying pattern, the 
simple answer to unsimple problems, 

In this year of unusually numerous un- 
simple problems, three presidential can- 
didates and their assorted colleagues 
are shouting it like a loop of tape, But, 
no one is defining it. No one is giving 
content to the idea, 

Law and order! Whose law and whose 
order? The preservation of the status 
quo (if so, which status quo?),,.the or- 
ganization of a new system (if so, what 
system?) ... an enforced compromise 
(whose compromise?) ... words without 
meaning...words to hide behind,,,another 
election platitude, Threat or promise, 
who knows which? 

From the Declaration of Independence: 
«That to secure these rights (life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness) Govern- 
ments are instituted among Men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed,” 

“That whenever any Form of Govern- 
ment becomes destructive of these ends, 
it is the Right of the People to alter or 
abolish it, and to institute new Govern- 
ment, laying its foundation on such prin- 
ciples and organizing its powers in such 
form, as to them (the people) shall seem 
most likely to effect their Safety and 
Happiness, Prudence, indeed, will dic- 
tate the Governments long established 
should not be changed for light and 
transient causes; and accordingly all 
experience hath shown, that mankindare 
more disposed to suffer, while eveils are 
sufferable, than to right themselves by 
abolishing the forms to which they are 
accustomed. But when a long train of 
abuses and unsurpations, pursuing in- 
variably the same object evinces a de- 
sign to reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off such Government, and 
to provide new Guards for their future 
Security—’”’ 

Deriving its just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, To be a proper 
government according to this document, 
the document which announced the crea- 
tion of the United States of America, the 
government must be responsive to the 
people. To be responsive it must be 
aware and flexible. The needs of the 
people change from one to another, from 
day to day. No static or disconnected 
government can hope to fulfill even a 
satisfactory compromise, 

Our social order has been changing 
throughout this century with a rapidity 
unknown for hundreds of years, if ever 
before, In the last ten years even theac- 
celeration has accelerated, All over the 
world the human spirit is bursting forth, 
Seeking new answers, new ways, new 
reality, Hushed too long by wars and 
apathy, this pent-up energy is compell- 
ing, and to many, frightening. But, fright- 
ening or not, this great surge müst be 
met by governments that can accommo- 
date to it, Flexibility and awareness are 
no longer important, they are now es- 
sential, 

By contrast, we have the Democratic 
National Convention in Chicago when 
1968 ran headlong into 1938, 

It is notable that the Declaration of 
Independence places upon the people the 
burden of deciding when a governmentis 
functioning acceptably. It wasn't the es- 
tablishment in 1776 that decided the 
government was no longer sufferable, 
The establishment wasn’t sufficiently 
connected with the people to hear their 
complaints, As a matter of fact the es- 
tablishment sent armed troops in to 
quell the disturbance, Had it notbeenfor 
a tactical problem of distance they might 
very well have quelled it,

In looking over last week’s Cycle News, 
I realized that the AMA Competition 
Congress has a meeting coming up this 
month which reminds me of some of the 
other Competition Committee meetings 
of years gone by; only I look forward to 
this year’s meeting with a more keen 
interest than in the past, Many of the old 
die-hard and tough-line AMA Conpeti- 
tion Committee members have since left 
and a newer brighter group has come in 
with what we hope will be a real future 
for American motorcycling. I know many 
of the Competition Committee members 
personally and know how they feel about a. 
great many things. I hope many of the 
items on the agenda are passed favorably 
for the betterment of the sport, Natural- 
ly, not all things will be changed, nor can 
anything be changed completely at a 
single meeting, but progress toward 
liberalization of the old-line AMA has

Times Are Changing 


Many people in this country have all 
done their little part to cause this evolu- 
tion to occur, Many leading publications 
have pointed out the unfairness of some 
of the rules and regulations; riders have 
Stood up and voiced their opinions con- 
cerning motorcycling and the control by 
the AMA, However, there is one thing we 
must all remember, whether we like or 
dislike the AMA — they brought motor- 
cycling a long, long way, and many of the 
delegates in the past truly felt what they 
were doing was right for American 
motorcycling, and who knows, atthe time, 
it might have been, But people and things 
change, as well as the times, In the 
United States motorcycling must change 
to keep up with the world motorcycling 
groups. With the onset of the Europeans 
coming to the United States in the last 
few years for moto-cross racing, a new 
look has come to the sport, Members of 
the press and other news media have 
become very interested in true motor- 
cycling, whereas in the pasttheir opinion 
of motorcyclists was limited tothe Hells 
Angel type. 

The New Image 

Of course, let's not forget the great 
contribution made by the motorcycling 
industry in changing the image of motor- 
cycling.

ADELANDO, Cal., Sept. 29 — Three 
hundred and seventy riders came out 
to pit their machines, skill and en- 
durance against the desert "dust, 
rocks, and heat. The question in 
everyone's mind was whether 82 J.N. 
Roberts the desert ace on a Husky, 
would prove to be top man on this 
rough, choppy course, or again be 
denied the win because of bad luck 
(such as losing out last week with 
two flat tires, and missing the last 
check the week before). 

When the dust had finally settled, 
Roberts was sitting in the winners' cir- 
cle, completing the 75-mile race in the 
fast time of 1 hr,, 20 minutes, proving 
to all that he is still the man to beat in 
the desert. 

The smoke bomb was three miles out 
on a rock hill, and the first man to reach 
it after the banner dropped at 10:15 a.m, 
was, appropriately enough, Smokebomb 
Gaetz, #39, with his big, worn-out 1966 
Triumph turned all the way on, just hit- 
ting the high spots. Sixty yards back was 
Roberts, followed closely by Larry 
Pfutzenreuter #807x, an Amateur on a 
Bultaco, and Jack Byers, #3 on the Rick- 
man, Crazy Bill Friant, #34x, was right 
up there looking good on his Ossa, until 
he froze it. 
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Husky mounted George Walker had one of his 
best rides as he came in for a second overall 
on his new Swedish mount. 

After the smoke bomb there was a 
short rock hill, then downhill into some 
big rocks, and through a rocky sandwash, 
where Roberts overtook Gaetz and led the 
rest of the loop into the pits. Gaetz was

Safety First 


The following interview was recorded at 
Camel Back Sack Clap-Trap Park on a 
Sony “Groove” battery-operated tape re- 
corder (6c.c. displacement) at'7% feet per 
second, with Lip van Skewen, famous 
road racer. Peter Dworking, reporting. 
PD: Ah, Mr. Van Skewen, could we speak 
to you for a moment? 

L v$: Sure. Call me Lip. 

PD: OK Lip, what was the trouble out 
there today? 

LvS: Well, first I wanna say that I wanna 
thank Mr. Joehurst, and all the other 
fellas out there at CBSC-T park for hav- 
ing prepared such a fine track for us to- 
day, they’re all just a swell bunch of 
guys, and real, warm-hearted Americans. 
Hey, Mary-Lou. Now, what? 

PD: Ah, trouble, Lip. You seemed to be 
having a little... 

LvS: Oh, yeah. Well, lemme say thisa bout 
that. The guys over there at Bultortilla 
are a grand bunch of fellas; they got a 
lotofrealheads-up talent over there, and 
I couldn’t have asked for a finer tuner, 
S0...Hi, Joanne...just look at those legs 
...Oh, yeah. We did have a little trouble 
out there today. 

PD: Malfunction? 

LvS: Well, no more like superfunction. 
First my ‘chains’... 

PD: “Chains”? 

LvS: Yeah, well they used to be leathers, 
but California’s new safety laws require 
chain-mail. That’s 97 pounds of woven 
lead alloy. Then my Tightmore waist- 
strap, my mag shoes, full coverage hel- 
met...actually it’s a converted diving 
bell...and the air circulating unit for the 
breathing apparatus. Then the chain- 
hoist got caught between my steel elbow 
and my arm armor, 

PD: Chain hoist? 

LvS: Yeah, so I can get up on the bike. 
Well anyway the hoist bent my elbow 
plate, which bound up. Makes it difficult 
to steer when your elbow can't bend. 
Say, Suzie, what's happening? Also I 
have a bit of a weight problem. 

PD: You? You look in good shape to me. 
LvS: Yeah, wellI weigh 110 in my socks, 
but once. I’ve got my safety equipment 
on, wired up, have the cooling fan in my 
head-gear started, and the ion-shield 
generating batteries in the pack-harness 
Iweigh closer to 860 pounds. You figure 
it out. Deduct one hp for every 15 pounds 
overage, and figure 49 hp to start with. 
PD: This isn't the only race that's given 
you trouble lately, is it? 

LvS: No, actually we haven't exactly 
been right in there for the last couple of 
races. Last week I leaned my chest pro- 
tector up against the bike while I was 
talking to one of the little girlies, and 
Stove in the side of my tank. It's OK, 
though; I took it over to “Kicks” Dilgroe 
and he promised to have it fixed by late 
*69 or early *70. And then last week I 
could have taken Jimmy Knuckleson over 
atWhite Man's stadium, but the auxilliary 
engine on my Bultortilla pooped out. 

PD: Hey, Lip, l've been doing a little 
figuring... 

LvS: Watch it, don't stub your toe on my 
glove over there. 

PD: Thanks, I didn't see it. Anyway, I've 
been doing a little arithmetic, and if the 
figures you gave me are right, with 49 
hptobegin with and 860 pounds of weight, 
you end up with a net loss of 1 hp!

Baumann, 
Burchards Vie 
at Vaca Valley

VACAVILLE, Cal,, Sept. 22 — A Cinder- 
ella story, but withan 11:59 p.m, *«*pump- 
kin turning time,’’ was acted out at Vaca 
Valley Raceway. The Cinderella who 
almost snagged the handsome prince was 
Dave Burchards, aboard Doug Schwer- 
ma’s fast but so-far-unreliable Yamaha 
350, 

Schwerma has labored long and might- 
ily all season to convert his standard 350 
into a super GP machine. And he has 
created a very swift machine, but one 
that eats pistons and other major inter- 
nals with alarming regularity, Until 
today, that is, 

As the flag rose on the 350-Open race, 
Burchards pushed off the blue and red 
Yamaha, it lit quickly, and he blasted 
ahead of the pack, Favored to give Doug 
a run for his money were Bill Lyons on 
the PM Honda 350 and Art Baumann, 
riding what might have been a 251cc 
TC1-C or then again it might have been 
a 249cc TD1-C.

Both Lyons and Baumann got stuck in 
traffic in the first half of lap one, but as 
the leaders steamed up the long drag- 
strip straight it was Burchards, Lyons 
and Baumann 1-2-3, 

Into the sweeper again, Burchards 
held his lead, Baumann moved up on 
Lyons a little and Phil Makanna pushed a 
Dick Kilgroe Honda 450 into fourth, Then, 
entering turn two, something happened to 
Lyons' Honda, he slowed and Baumann 
rocketed past. 

Burchards turned lap three in 1:35.09, 
only two seconds shy of the absolute 
motorcycle lap record (set by Baumann 
on a factory 350 Yamaha), but Baumann 
was gaining, Burchards had a 5-second 
lead on lap five, and a three second lead 
on lap six, Then, while lapping a slower 
rider, Art put his machine into first 
place and held a slim lead for two laps, 
Burchards tucked into his draft as they 
entered the straightaway, however, and 
passed the red-haired factory team rider 
going into the sweeper. By lap 9 Bur- 
chards had stretched his lead toabout 20 
feet, with Baumann right behind, twisting 
his throttle wide open and praying for 
more, 


Art Baumann and his per-fast Yamaha 
snatched top honors In the 350 GP. 

*He was really moving," Baumann 
said later, ‘‘We’d go through a section 
flat-out and Pd think, ‘hold everything, 
we can’t go through here that fast,’ but 
we did.” 


Racing Luck 


With two laps left, Burchards’ pitarea 
was in a state of happy hysteria — until 
the leaders shot into the sweeper on lap 
11; just then the golden carriage became 
a pumpkin as Cinderella Dave took 
treacherous turn two with a bit too much 
enthusiasm and dropped the 350. Bau- 





mann dodged the fallen machine, zipped 
the rest of the way around the track and 
took the checkered flag. 

It was a Baumann- Burchards day in the 
other events, too, Burchards won the 
175-and-under event handily onhis rapid 
160 Honda, although near the end of the 
race Ralph LeClerq was catching him on 
a very quick Ducati, 

Dave had nailed down the lead right at 
the start, with Charles Overland second 
on his Bridgestone-engined Bultaco TSS, 
Dave Scott on Al Fergoda’s 100cc Yama- 
ha third, LeClerq fourth and PeteGior- 
danengo fifth. 

Soon Giordanengo had clawed his way 
into second past Overland, and LeClerq 
was also pressing the Bult-stone. Le 
Clerq did the deed to Overland in turn 
five on lap three, and finally caught 
Giordanengo on lap six, ` 

At the flag, Burchards still led, with 
LeClerq, Giordanengo, and Overland 
following. Farther back in the pack but 
still leading the 100cc class by a long 
margin was Scott on the little Yamaha. 
First 50cc rig home was Tom Cleghorn, 

Baumann's other victory was in the 
250cc class, where he duelled with Ken 
Stewart for several laps and then pulled 
away to win handily.

In last Saturday’s 
match race H-D couldn’t lose, since each 
rider was Harley mounted. The outcome 
seemed solely dependent upon a rider’s 
reflexes and the proper traction. Both 
machines were equal contenders in the 
power department but Smith's special 
clutch compound by Barnett delivered 
slippage that prevented those excess 
revolutions of waste at the asphalt and 
Smith delivered a ‘coup de gras” in 
humiliating fashion to Payne, 


Tucson 

If ever a drag strip could be consider- 
ed a rerun of “To Hell and Back”, 
Tucson qualifies as number one! 

An old desert wash crossed the pro- 
posed strip site and rather than provide 
a culvert under the asphalt, the strip 
was contoured to provide a passage for 
flash floods, A 40-inch Triumph, at 130- 
plus mph wouldactually become airborne 
at the finish lights!

Nutter Cops Trojan U.S. 
Speedway Championship

SOUTH GATE, Cal., Oct, 6 — Sonny Nut- 
ter picked the right nighttogethoton his 
JAP as he took home top Main Event 
laurels in the first U.S, Class A Speed- 
way Championship Sunday nightat Trojan 
Raceway, also cinching the point lead, 
Before the race Nutter was tied with 
Rick Woods (Eso) for the season lead 
with Steve Scott (JAP) only three points 
behind, In the Trophy Dash, Sonny was 
two points ahead with Rick and Steve 
tied. Scott put on a terrific show of 
speed and hard-charging riding ability 
to take the Dash win, but Nutter, deter- 
mined to stay in the point lead, remain- 
ed one point ahead of Scott with his 
runnerup finish, DeWayne Keeter (Eso) 
wound up third, leaving Woods in fourth 
and out of the running for the high point 
award. 

The “C” Main had the crowd on its 
feet as Jim Doron (JAP) moved up 
through the pack and finally passed Bill 
Todd (JAP) to take the win in a cliff- 
hanger that brought a huge ovation from 
the fans, In third place was Lee Stump- 
enhaus (Eso) with Gordon Williams 
(JAP), who had moved into the event 
Ófrom first alternate position, fourth,

Larry Heinselman (JAP) taking the lead 
over John Carter on the JAP recently 
imported by Dan Cotterman of Cotter- 
man Triumph- Yamaha, Try as he would, 
John couldn’t find the way around Larry 
and settled for second while Eddie Muld- 
er (JAP) was fourth for a couple of laps, 
but he then got by Norm Elledge (JAP) 
for third, but that was the best he could 


do. 

As the “A” Main rolled to the line, 
there was a chance for a tie for high- 
point rider if Scott and Nutter should 
finish in the same position as they did 
the Trophy Dash, and each of them was 
informed that if this should happen, there 
would be a match race to determine 
top man, 


Nutter’s chances didn’t look too good 
as Scott had already proved himself able 
to beat every rider of the evening, taking 
first place in all five of his heat races 
and then topping the Dash to put himself 
in the odds-on favorite position. Those 
who felt it was going to be a walk-away 
for Steve hadn’t reckoned on the deter- 
mination of Nutter, who jumped into the 
lead at the flag and although Scott pushed 
him all the way, stayed in front all the

Instead of going into a corner in a big 
time-losing (but fun) slide, you can

Power on the 360 is rated at 37 bhp 
(brake horsepower) and it moves the 
215-pound. motorcycle along at a very 
rapid rate, With its 6:1 power-to-weight 
ratio the bike literally flies, Finning on 
the Husky is very generous and is par 
for the factory. Riding on the pipe is not 
half as bad as might be expected as the 
Husky’s power is very tractable and not 
at all unexpected, 

Better inspection of the engine re- 
vealed the excellent alignment of the 
transfer and exhaust ports, Also notice- 
able was the careful matching of the 
bottom and sides of the intake ports. Gas 
cooling of the piston crown is taken care 
of by a small transfer port located be- 
tween the two intake ports which also 
controls the charge flow. 

Finish on the 360 was clean and ac- 
tually quite nice for a competition bike. 
The frame looks near-indestructible but 
not heavy, Its $1200.00 price tag is quite 
expensive for a play bike but right in 
there with the rest in its field.
